There was a Samuel 
to thunder our \Saxl's Fare, and to: warn El; of the Deſtruftion of bis 
Houſe, '' There was an Ear to foretel 4babs bloudy end, and a Daniel 
to let Belſha2zar know that the Medes and Perfians ſhould deprive him 
of his Crown, And ſo was it with Nations as well as Perſons : Ifaiad, 
Feremiah, and other inſpired Prophets gave warning of the enſuing ay 
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of the Few: : they freely and plainly acquainted Jae! and Fudab - that 
they ſhould be diſperſed intoa Foreign Nation, and be miſcrable captives 
in a'ſtrange Countrey, The Prophet Fonab, though backward and ur. 
willing, was diſpatched by the Aimighty to' that great City Nineveb, to 
let them know the Date of their Ruine, if they prevented it not by ſpeedy 
Repentance, But beſides' theſe more Sacred and Solemn wernings which 
we find Regiſtred in the Infallible Volume of Truth, thefe bave been 
Other Notable Denunciations of God's Diſpleaſure to a Nation, from the 
Mouths of ſuch Perſons whom he bath bien pleaſed to raiſe up far - that 
purpoſe.

Famous Lights of our Country, Biſhop Andrews, Arthbiſhop Abbot, Bi- 
ſhop King, Mr, Mede, and Dr. Hacket fore»tell the downfall of the 
Church of England? which ſome of us aw verifi:d, though it pleaſed 
God to reſtore it again, Did not the Judicious Mr, Hooker, in the Þreface 
to his Eccleſiztical Polity, oretel our Late Troubles Forty years before 
they came ©» paſs? Did not Dr, Fackſon , Mr, Ferrar, Mr, Edwards, 
and others, ſpeak Prophetically of the Events and TranſaQtions which we 
bave ſince ſeen, inſomuch that we may rightly think, they Beheld thoſe 
things at a diſtance ? Did not that Excellent Servant of God Archbiſhop 
Uſher PrediCt thoſe Changes and Miſeries which have fince befallen Eng-

Forreign Countreys , as Foby Hus of Bobemia , Abbas Foachim in the 
Iſle of Sicily, Sawazarolo in Italy, Luther and Melanchthow in Germany, 
Fobn Knox, and George Wiſchard in Scctland, The reſpetive Hiſtories 
which ſpeak of theſe Perſons, aſſure us, that they had a Prophetick Spi- 
rit, and that they were inform'd. by God concerning ſeveral future events 
by Secret Inſpiration. And there are others whom I could name, and 
whom I have known, who have had ſuch a Divining Spirit as to foretel 
what afcerwards came to paſs, And although the People of England 
are (aid to be very much inclined to hearken to Propheſies; and particu- 
larly it is obſerved by Cemres, as a Fault in the Engliſh, that they de- 
pend- much upon Prophefies and Preſages, and are wont to Interpret them 
according to their own conceits, ( which folly, it ſeems, they- inherit 
from their Anceſtours , the Antient Britatms, who, as 
* One 8ffures us, were People of great Credulity , 
, and gave ear to every Idle Prophefie, and- preſently 
from a Superſtitious Hope believed them ) yet - this ought to be no impe- 
diment.to our belief, that there are ſume r:al Prophefies ar this day, That 
the Secres of the Lord s with them that fear bim; and ther he ſometimes 
Reveals to Ins Servants what be will do ih the World.

Inftrufting of the World , and for the Forc-warning of Men concerning 
their future danger, are ſometimes: indued with an extraordinary Fore- 
fgbt : Thoſe whom Providence hath placed on the PYVarch-rowers , aze 
bleſſed with a Clearer Profpe& than Private Chriſtians, who are ſeated be- 
low. Theſe are the Perſons whom he ſtirs up to denounce furure Judg- 
ments to an Impenitent People, And thefe are all to be eſteemed as Trxe 
Prophets , although we have riot afually felt ſome of thoſe things which 
they threatned the Inhabitants of this Nation with, What though Po- 
pery be not returned into thefe Realms? Yet we may remember ( with 
Trembling and Rejoicirg together) how near it was tous; and it muſt 
be aſcribed wholly ro the Singular and Unexpefted Pravidence of God 
that it approach'd no nearer : It is owing to the Allamighty and All- 
wiſe Condut of Heaven, that it was Prevented and Averred. But if we 
look upon Humane Caufes, and the Natural Tendency of Things, we 
muſt acknowledge that they were in readinefs for the readmiſſion of the 
Roman Religion among us; and conſequently our Ruin and DeſtruQian 
were approzc-ing, Thoſe Perſons theretore might, even as Conſideriog 
and Unde:itznding Men, foreſee whar they fo often denounced. And the 
impartral vizw of thoſe (ins, and the nature of them, which che People 
of this Land were &aily indulging themſelves in, could nor bur yield 
them matter of Loud Complaint, and of ſevere Threatnings 'agzinft ſych 
Offenders, 


Hence how many in This Age have Cried alaud , and ſpared n't, and 
bave lift up their Voice like a Trumpet, and have ſhewed rhs Pecple their 
Tranſgreſſion, and the Houſe of England their Sins; Though fuch a Sight 
hath been very Unacceptable ro them ? Have not all thole Faithful Mi 
niſters in the Land , who have been intruſted with the Flock of Chriſt , 
freely and impartially, for a long time, ſet before Imbaldned Sinners the 
Folly of their ways, and warned them of the Exceeding Danger they 
were in, not onely as to themſelves , but as to the whole Community,on

Il. God ſpeaks concerning the final Deſolation of a People, by bis 
Tudgments and ſevere Dealmgs with other Nations, or with the ſame Na- 
tion tm former times. It is an undeniable Truth, and may be made clear 
ro Inquiſitive and Judicious Minds, that many of the Divine Threat- 
nings and TranſaCtions of Providence of Old, look and reach even unto 
Us vpon whom the ends of the World are come. We have our Deſtru- 
ion plainly Intimated, and ſet forth before us, by the Increpations and 
Refroofs, the Menaces and Threatnings of the Prophets of the Old Te- 
ſtament. It we look into thoſe Sacred Scriptures, and "rey ſeversl 
Denunciations of Judgments there, we muſt necds thin r ſelves con- 
cerned, For the Holy Writings are Large and Comprehenſive, and like 
the Divine Commandments exceeding Broad. I might ſhew, that the Sa- 
cred Propheſies recorded ip the Infallible Canon of the Bible, have an 
aſpet not only to things which were at that time tranſated, but to 
thoſe Aﬀairs alſo, which are of the like Nature in other Ages. I could 
wake jt appear that many of thoſe Propheſics which did pramarily relate 
to things which are long fince paſt, do likewiſe refer to matters now in 
being, and to other things which are not yet accompliſhed, It is the 
Na'ure of thoſe Antient Prophefics ro look diretly at one thing, but ob- 
liquely at ſome other, There is a Complication of Predictions in the ſame 
place of Scripture : one great Revelation is pregnant with others, The 
Scripture is ſo ful), that it ſometimes comprehends ſeveral Perſons, if not 
Natzone, under one Name. The Jews overthrow not only by Antio- 
cbus, but by Titus Veſpaſian ( which was three hundred years after ) 
was foretold at once by Daniel, The ſame Prophefie and the very ſame 
Words Predict the one and the otter, as is pl«iv from Chriſts - Words in 
Mat. 24.15, When ye ſhell ſee the Abomimaticn of Deſolation, ſpoken of by

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For this- was deſigned without doubt by the Huly Ghult to be a type and re- 
preſentation of that. Theretore *tis worth our obſerving, chat there have 
becn of late, that is, within theſe nine or ten years, more Earthquakes than 
there had been wo hundred years betore. W hich ſhould remind us of our 
Saviours Prophecy, and induce us to believe that the great and Terrible 
Day of the Lord is approaching, when he will judge the world in righte- 
anc and theſe numerous Earthquakes in divers places are the harbin- 
gers and preſagers of ir. - Let us then be etteftually reminded by this late 
ſhaking of the Earth, of that laſt Terrible Revolution, when the Earth 
andthe Heavens ſhall be diflolyed, and when our Lord ſhall come in flaming 
fire totake Vengeance' on them that know not God, and not the 
Goſpel of his Son Jeſus. Let us watch and pray, and with faith and patience 
expect our:Lords coming. Let us be in readineſs ro meet rhe Bridegroom 
who cometh at midnight, at the rime when the jovial world thinks not 
of it. Thus 1 have freely given you my ſentiments concerning this late 
Prodigy, and others which we have had before ; and I leaye the confiders. 
ate reader to judge of what have ſaid. 

To ſhur up this part of my Diſcourſe, I might remind you that thereare 
two perſons who have writ of this ſubjet, che one diſperſedly, in his 
leveral writings ( eſpecially 1a his Sermons on 13. Luke 5. and 21. Luke 25.) 
the other profeſed/y, in a particular Treatiſe : But they have done it in 
a very different way. The one hath a huge vencration for Prodigies and 
Divine Signs, and makes frequent diſcoveries of them in Gods adminiſtra- 
cions in the whole world : the other is as warm againſt them, and will not 
be perſwaded that ſuch things ever happen. The one thinks he ſees a 
Prodigy in molt of the great and extraordinary accidents on the ſtage of 
the World 3 the other ſhuts his eyes, and refuſes to ſee ſuch things any 
where. That which I ſhall ſuggeſt concerning thoſe Difſenters is this, that 
if the DoQtrine of the former be thought by ſome to berray roo much Fear 
and Indignation, the latter is guilty of roo much Boldneſs and Inſcnſible- 
nels: It che former Approaches to Superſtition, the latter may be ſuſpeted 
to lead usro Atheiſm. Both theſe Extreams are hugely dangerous, and are 
with great care to be avoided. As we muſt not be miſled by Fancy and 
Credulity, ſo on the other fide, we muſt nor ſhur our Eyes at the plain D:f- 
coveries which God is pleaſed to make in the World, I mean of his deſigns 
of Vengeance and Puniſhment to a Nation, among which I reckon, and 
nor without cauſe, thoſe Unuſual Accidents above named. I have the longer 
infiſted,on this Subjet becauſe ſome are prejudiced againſt ir, and will by no 
means believe that there are any ſuch things as Prodsgies and Portentoxs Indi- 
cations. | hereforel was deſirous to ſatis fie you from the ferious conſiderati-

The timorous and faint-harted are the only people that make diſcoveries of, 
ſuch things: T his is the attainment of the mcelancholly and diſcontented. It 
is black and footy Choler which makes things look fo dark and difmal. Ap= 
paricions and ſtrange ſights are the deluſions of ſome poor Travellers,whoare 
Jogging on the Road before their Eycs are quite open, or who ſtay abroad 
ſo late that they are almoſt ſhut.Or,lay that there are ſuchaffrighting things 
that are calk'd of, yer this is to be (aid, that they have been laugh'd at, and 
written againſt by very worthy and reverend men. As for Prophefies, and: 
theDcaunciations of Gods meſlengers,they are out of date now adays : there 
arc no Scers tobe cxpefted in this blind Age of the World. Tf any have 
pretended to a greater forefight than others, we are not bound to credit 
whatthey ſay, for all things continue as they were from the beginning ( as 
ſome of their perſwafſien and principles Jong fince obſerved. ) As for what: 
other Nations have ſuffered, that concerns notus. We ate hale and proſpe- 
rous, and ſurely there is no infeQtion in Bodies Politick. What then have: 
the judgments which have lighted on others to do with us ? And whereas'tis 
ſaid that the /zſer Judgments which we have felt are torerunners.of Greater, * 
we atc rather willing to believe that the wortſt is — that what we have 
telt alreadyis the greateſt evil we ſhall undergo. It you hear any perſons talk 
after this rate, you may conclude it to be the language of Atheifts,and no 0» 
thers:and it deſerves nothing but contempt and (corn.Such men are unwillin 
ro acknowledge a ſupreme Ruler and Governour of the world, _ 
therefore it is no Wonder that they deny all proots of his ruling and govern- 
ing, and will not cake notice of the tokens and demonſtrations of his an- 
ger towards fianers. But I thought it my duty to put you in mind of them, 
and accordingly I have briefly preſented co your view the drver/e intimati- 
ons of a Kingdoms ruin, the ſundry preſages of Gods pulling down, and
